THE COHMEEOE OF ATTSTBALIA 
AND THE ITMTED STATES 
CONTRASTED. 



A Freuoli paper gives some interesting 
■tatistioB showing tbo relative proportions 
of the trade of our Australian Colonies 
and that of the United States in the year 
1875, -when, it is stated, the total imports 
to, and exports from, Australia amonuted 
to 91,700,000^., or about iOl. per Lead in a 
population of 2,300.000. The value of the 
exports from the United Stated in the 
same period amounted to less than 6;, per 
head in a population of 40,765,000; while, 
on the other hand, the exports from the 
Colonies ore stated to have been of the 
aTeruge value of 21/. per head of the po- 
pulation. The full meaning of these flg- 
nres can be better realized when it is 
Btated tuat the total value of the produce, 
agricultural and manufactured, exported 
from the United States combined with tbo 
foreign imports, or, in other worda, the 
whole productive power of the country, 
was in 1870 only 20/. per head of the po- 
pulation. Great Britain itself, whose 
commerce almost equals thot of all other 
oonntries in Europe combined, imports 
goods to the value of only 20/. per head. 
Contrasting the Australian gold mines 
•with those of California, our French con- 
temporary slates that the produce of the 
former has been hardly less important 
than that of the El Dorado of the West. 
Since the discovery of the Victorian gold- 
, fields, that province alono has exported 
170,000,000/. worth of the precious metal. 
The facts as above stated show the im- 
mense value of a mineral country, fur 
when gold was first discovered in Austra- 
lia the country was principally in the pos- 
sesBion of convicts; and it was not till af- 
ter immense deposits of gold had been 
found that its era of prosperity began. As 
is the case here, alluvial or placer dig- 
gings wore first developed and on the de- 
crease of these the attention of the miners 
was directed to the development of the 
quartz ledges, whiou were the source of 
such vast Burface wealth, and which in 
their turn led to permanency in mining 
pursnits. Australia, as a whole, is not so 
highly favored a country as this, for in 
many places water and timljer are 
scarce, and droughts are frequent whilst 
the hot winds which prevoil during the 
summer season tend to make a residence 
there undesirable. In its palmy days of 
excitement it was also remote from the 
centres of population, and steam commu- 
nication was not established. Contrasting 
our own situation and advantages with 
those of Australia, we have mnob to be 
thankful for and every reason to feel 
hopeful of the future. Occupying a 
position at the extreme west of what will 
Become a powerful empire, and prolific 
in all the resources which enrich 
a nation and make its people prosperous, 
adjoining Washington Territory, which 
is being rapidly filled with a most desir- 
able population, our country T.ill be 
brought in demend by the over-competi- 
tion existing in Oregon and California 
and lead to permanent settlement and de- 
Telopment. Industries will be started to 
supply onuntiies on the Pacific seaboard 
with articles tbey have not the same faci- 
lities to manufacture, and the Straits of 
San Juan de Puca in time become the 
second commercial place of importance 
on the Pacific slope. 

WHY SHOTTLD " A. C. E. RESIGN ?" 

The Bailway will be commenced in the 
Spring at Esquimalt; the credit of the 
Province is A 1 in the London money 
market, six per cent, bonds being quoted 
at lOiy,; the Government quartz mining 
policy has placed every buDioess man on 
his feet, and cheered and encouraged the 
country; and the Ministry enjoy the con- 
fidence of the people. What more is there 
to bo desired ? If the Opposition could 
show that the Ministry had sold the Eail- 
way; that they bad lowered the public 
credit; that their quartz mining policy 
• was a foilure, and that the popular voice 
was against them, we should deem it our 
duty to advise them to resigu at once. 
But when the reverse can be proved to be 
the fact by the admission of the Opposi- 
tion papers themselves, we say that were 
the Ooveroinent to hand in their resigna- 
tions at this crisis taat they would be 
guilty of a political crime. We know tho 
country has settled down to tho belief 
that a change at this period would bo 
the highfest degree inopportune, because 
men would assume tbo reins of Govern 
ment who involved the country in debt 
to Canada; who believe that "the child yet 
unborn will not live to see the first rail of 
tbeoverJaud railway laid iu Britisii Co- 
lumbia," and who have repeatedly do- 
olared through their organ-m-cbief that 
the Government mining policy is a sham 
and that it would be time enough to proa- 
peot lor j^nartz ledges after . they bud 
been^disopyered! No I a change would 
never do at this time; and wo are thoj-e- 
fore not surprised to learn that the Qov- 
ernmont contidontly auticipato a good 
working majority at the approaching 
session. 

A aUESTION TO BE CONSIDERED. 

It is not with any hostile feeling to- 
wards the Asiatic that we make the follow- 
ing snggestions. On the contrary, we 
wish to save not only them but ourselves 
from the evils which may result from too 
largo an influx of that undesirable addi- 
tion to our population. As the ill feeling 
increases towards them in Californiu and 
other parts of the Pacific they will na- 
turally rush to such ports as are free from 
Legislative restrictions, and ns tho com- 
ing season is likely to bo prosjjoroiia in 
tho mining districts, those who are hero 
will, no doubt, invito many mora, who 
are already trying to escape the complicu 
tions in California. Therefore, as our 
Parliament will shortly meet, wo hopo 
thatun not similar to the QucouHliuid 
Goldflelds Amendment Act will bo pass- 
ed. That provides tbat every Cliinfiruiui 
shall pay the sum of fifteen dollars for a 
minor's right, and fifty dollars for u busi- 
ness license, and no one is al'.owod to em- 
ploy any Chinaman who has notcoi'ijjliod 
witQ these oonc'itions under penalty of 
fine or imprisonment. This Act has been 



assented to by the Imperial Government 
in order to protect the Colonies from the 
undoubted evil; and the Canadian Gov- 
ernment will scarcely disallow an act of 
tho kind, if passed by the British Colum- 
bia Legislature, with such a distinguish- 
ed precedent before them.

CANADA. 
Qdebbo, Jan. 5.— The amount which 
City Treasurer Dorion advanced on his 
own responsibility to Pitou it Co., con- 
tractors, is much less than previously 
stated and is mainly aecurod. 

Halifax, Jan. 5. — Tho most severe 
snow storm here for years began last night 
and continued until 9 a. m. to-day. The 
wharves are slightly damaged. No seri- 
ous disasters to shipping are reported yet. 

EUEOPE. 

London, Jan. 5. — This week's dovolop- 
ments have not materially changed Eng- 
land's attitude on the Eastern question. 
Russian sympathizers and English friends 
of non-intervention are generally cheered 
by Russia's mingled firmness and courte- 
sy in the semi-ollioial declaration of Brit- 
ish mediation between the billigerents 
without giving just grounds for offense. 
She suggests that England would bast 
promote peace and switch the Turks off 
the roud to destruction by not interfering. 
This has utterly failed to arouse the war 
spirit hero. On the contrary the London 
Times, in demanding that the Ministry 
shall cease to have two voices on the 
Eastern question, which unsettles trade 
and finances, virtually counseling them to 
take Russia's hint. It begins to bo olear- 
^ly seen that nothing ia so likely as to com- 
pel Rnsjiu to occupy Conatantinoplo as 
England's allowing the Porte to suppose 
she will fight to prevent it; and that ex- 
cept for this Turkey would long since 
nave made terms with the invaders. In- 
deed, except for that expectation it is 
doubtful if tho war would have actually 
begun. Peace at any price short of na- 
tional dishonor is evidently rapidly gain- 
ing atrength hero. Tho country can't af- 
ford to see dishonor in maintoining the 
same neutral attitude which Germany, 
Austria, France and Italy maintaia before 
mankind. This is especially true in the 
presence of the modified tone of the Rus- 
biau press and tho constantly repeated de- 
olaration that while insisting upon direct 
negotiations with Turkey, Kusiiia ia pre- 
pared to exchange frank and loyal expla 
nations with England the interests of 
which she desires '^to protect.^ Nptibdy 
longer feels the answer of Russia a men- 
ace to tho freedom of the Suez Canal. 

CoNSTANTiNoi'LE, Jan. 5. — Maboud 
Damod, who bus hitherto had a paramount 
influence at Pando, has been relieved of 
his functions. 

Vienna, Jan. 4.— -A special from Tifiis 
saya the RussiaDS have occupied, i Aldja.' 
If this is true conuuunication with Er- 
zeroum is cut on all sides. 

Paius, Jan. 4. — A telegram roooived 
hero reports an amendment to the address 
adopted by tho Turkish Chamber of De- 
puties doolariug that the ministers have 
not done their duty either in a military or 
political point of view.'.'' ' ' ' 

Vienna, Jan. 5.— The Political Corres- 
pondence says tho ico in the Danube at 
Galatz will probably be strong enough in 
two days to i)ormit tho crossing of troops. 
The Ruspi&us intend to oeoupy Sulina. 

London, Jan. G. — Tho Observer pub- 
lishes the following officially:— Wo havo 
reason to believe that Franco within tho 
past few days requested information from 
the British foreign office as to whether 
^England contoiuplutod any action rospoot- 
'ing Egypt und that assurances have been 
given in reply that none was oontemplat- 
od. Another cabinet conncil has been 
Bummonod for Moudaj. 

Alexandpi\, Jan. C. — Five thousand 
more troojifi have sailed from Egypt for 
Turkey, A further roinforceinent is pro- 
paring. 

Raousa, Jan. C— The Prince of Mon- 
tenegro has resumed command of his army 
in Albania. 

Antivari still holds out, although it has 
boeu buiniug in sovoral places since I'ri- 
day. It is reported to bo provisioned for 
another month. The Turka are marching 
from Karitza to endeavor to ancoor the 
beseigod. 

Turkish ironclads are bombarding the 
works of the Montenegrins, 

Ebzeboum, Jan. G — Tho Russian infan- 
try and oaviilry that advanced Elidja to 
destroy tho tol(!giai)h linos hav.-. b'.on to- 
tally routed after a desporato ongagomsnt.

London, Jan. 4,— Tho Standard an- 
nouncoa that color-sergeant McCarthy 
and private O'Brien, who were sentenced 
to life-long servitude in 18G6, havo been 
released on ticket of leave. Corporal 
Chambers, undergoing a similar sentence, 
will be released next week. Tho prison 
governors have received uo intimation 
oonoerning the release of O'Mara, Condon 
and Milidy, undergoing sentences for 
oomplioityiu the Manchester murder; nor 
of tho probable release of other prisoners 
detained for complicity in alleged Fenian 
outrages, but who were not convicted of 
treason-felony or any mutiny offence. Mc- 
Oorthy and O'Brien were received in Lon- 
don by the Irish political prison visiting 
committee. They arc well, but look pre- 
maturely aged. No condition has boon 
made ns to their rssidonce out of tho 
United Kingdom. 

Paris, Jan. 4. — A Berlin correspondent 
says he has trustworthy information of an 
agreement on the subject that a ratifioa' 
tion of the Reichstag and Federal Coun 
oil has been arrived at between Bismaruk 
and Von Benningon for tho formation of 
a liberal parliamentary ministry. 

London, Jan, 4, — A Paris correspond- 
ent says rumors of changes in the present 
cabinet telegraphed Thursday night are 
untrue. They were circulated through 
party motives. 

London, Jan. G, — A marriage has been 
arranged between Lord Rosoherry and 
Hannah, only daughter of Baron Roths- 
child. 

The King of Italy is very ill, 
Rome, Jan, 6,— The King on Saturday 
was attacked with a violent fever which 
produced pleurisy of tho right lung. His 
symptoms cause apprehension that it may 
prove a complicated case of miasmatic 
fever. 



Evening Dispatoh. 

EUROPE, 

London, Jan. 7. — A Russian detach- 
ment under Gen. Dandeville, which sup- 
ported Gen, Gourka in his movement over 
the Balkans, had 53 men frozen to death 
in one night and eighty-three frostbitten. 
An official despatch states that the Rus- 
sian loss in crossing the Balkans, how- 
ever, was not so great as it was at first 
supposed. The Turks suffered enormous 
ly, and an immense number of the sick 
and wounded were found in thei|; quart- 
ers. On Deo. Slst the whole plain of 
Kaniala was strewn with Turkish corpses. 

Telegrams received iu Paris from Con- 
stantinople state that tho Porte has ask- 
ed for an armistice through England. 
Another Constantinople dispatcii says 
Minister Layard has handed to the Porte 
Russia's answer to England's note that 
Turkey should apply for au armistice 
directly to tho Russian Commander-in- 
Chief. The tranamisaiou of this reply to 
the Porte had been delayed pending do- 
liberations of the English Cabinet. 

London, Jan. 7.--A dispatch from Con- 
stantinople via Syria says the scenes in 
the Turkish Chamber nave been very 
strormy. An unconfirmed report states 
that the Grand Vizier Edheum Pasha 
tendered his resignation. It is believed 
the Chamber will be either prorogued or 
dissolved if it conlinues to attack the 
Ministry, 

The British Government embargoed 
two thousand cases of cartridges on board 
steamer at Cardiff, destined to Constan- 
tinople, 

London, Jan, G, — A Bucharest corres- 
pondent says an officer from the Czaro- 
yitch's headquarters rays Genl, Radiljka 
has crossed the Balkans through Shipka 
Pass, the Turks having abandoned it, 

St. Petersburg, Jan, G. — Itia rumored 
thot Austria and Germany have vetoed 
tho idea of opening tho Dardanelles to 
Russian vessels, and Russia has conse- 
quently determined not to raise the ques- 
tion at all. 

London, Jan, G, — Pierce Davids & Co., 
timber merchants of Liverpool, have fail- 
ed. Liabilities estimated at S750,000. 

Tho Marquia of Aylesbury is dead, aged 
seventy- four. 

Beblin, Jan, 7, — A correspondent states 
the prospect of an amicable settlement of 
the dispute between Germany and Nicar- 
angua has improved. 

Rome, Jan. 7. — Prof. BaccQllie,of Rome, 
and Dr, Bruno from Turin, have been 
summoned for consultation iu regard to 
the condition of tho King. Tho King is 
in perfect possession of bis mental facul- 
ties and is desirous of taking bis ..usual 
part in the direction of affairs.' When 
tho news of tho King's illness reached tho 
Pope ho asked the cardinals who were 
present with him "what will happen if the 
Vatican and the quirinal both become 
vacant?" 

London, Jan. 7— It is reported that tho 
Earl of OsrnarTOQ, Seoretary of State for 
the Ooloniesj has resigned. The opinion 
is gaining ground that a general election 
for membersof Parliamontisnearnt bund. 

A special from Bucluiroat says General 
Raditzky, v/ho has crossed the Balkans 
through Shipka Pass, will probably not 
move beyond Kazanlik where he can se- 
cure comfortable-quarters. Interruption 
of communication across the Danube 
would avert hi j onward march. Nothing 
is known ut tho lieailquartera of tho Czar- 
owitch about Gen, Raditzky'a movements 
which would confirm the impression that 
he will not go beyond Eizarlik for the 
present. 

London, Jan, 7^Th(B evidence accumu- 
lates, showiug thai the war party in Eng- 
land is losing what ground it had. In 
fact, Lard lieaconsfleld ia tho only mem- 
ber of tho Government who now favors 
British intervention in the Eastern con- 
flict. 

London, Jan. 8— Joseph Anderson and 
Son, provision merchants, hav.6 failed; 
liabilities, 81 000,000, The loss'has been 
largely on Canadian produce. 

Rome, Jan, 8— Tho King's general con- 
dition has iniprovoil and it is declared 
that reports as to tho gravity of his ill- 
ness have boon exaggerated. 

London, Jan, 8 — Tho Post publishes 
tho following in offioial form: — Another 
Cabinet Council will be held on Wednes- 
day; meanwhile important pour parlas are 
being held, tolegrapliicUy with St, Pe- 
tersburg. Probabilities of an armistice les- 
sen rather than increase; but it is impos- 
sible to forseo what any moment may 
bring forth, 

Tho ammunition orabaigoed at CarilifT 
consisted of empty cartridge casoa, Thoy 
were stopped merely for Customs iriegu- 
laritioB. The embargo has now been rais 
ed. 

Athens, Jan, 8, —A correspondent states 
that tho calling out of second class

Uncertainty as to tho inteutiou of Great 
Britain par.\ly7,es the Greeks, but as long 
as the present ministry remain in office it 
may be regarded that a warlike policy 
will not be definitely adopted. 

St. Petebsbubo, Jan. 8.-~A dispatoh 
soys tlie hopes of an armistice are rapidly 
^>?fPP.?Wing. The strictest secresy is 
maintained as to tho terms Russia would 
propose. It is said even the commander- 
in-chief has notyet been instrueted on 
this point. 

Vienna, J.an. 8.— A correspondent tele- 
graphs that it is announced from Oonsfan- 
tinople that the Porte has informed Eng- 
land of its readiness to enter into negotia- 
tions with Russia, bat intimated that it 
did not think negotiations between the 
military commanders as proposed by 
EuBsia suitable, and a much preferable 
rnethod being negotiations throngh ape 
cial plenipotentiaries. There are, how- 
ever, formal diflicultiea in the way of this 
preposal, 

Vienna, Jan.8.— It ia said the Russians 
found 8,000 Turks wounded in Sophia, 

London, Jan, 8.— A telegram received 
in Paris from Couatanlinople reports Ma- 
bond Pasha's resignation has been refus- 
ed. 

Vienna, Jan. 7.— A special says Eng- 
land has informed .tjie goveinm en t at St, 
Petersburg that she has na objections in 
principle to the conclu.sion of an armistice 
iu tt I mode proposed by Russia, but as 
regards the terms of peace, no new Eu- 
ropean programme must be drawn up 
without the sanction of Her Majesty's 
government, 

EASTERN STATES, 
New York, Jan, 7,— Dispatches from 
various points in New England show that 
the cold is intenso this morning, ranging 
from 24° below zero; at Nashua, N. H,,to 
44'^ below; at Fort Fairfield, Maine, along 
the Hudson, tho thermometer marks aev- 
eral degrees below zoio. In this oity it is 
14° above zero and the cold increasing. 

WEST INDIES. 

Havana, Jan, 5.— A spocial says a Cuban 
who was charged with having wilfully 
set fire to tho InternatiLnal Hotel in Port 
au Prince has been tried, convicted and 
sentenced to death. The Spanish consul 
bas.interfered; also, the commander of a 
Spanish frigate. 

Washington, Jan. 8,— Recent informa- 
tion from Kingston, Jamaica, regarding 
an insult to the American flag by the Bri- 
tish man of-war Blanche is evidently in- 
correct, especially as it asserts-tbe Ameri- 
oau consul at that point took sides with 
the British authorities. 



CALIFORNIA. 

San Francisco, Jan, 8. — It commenced 
raining shortly before midnight, continu- 
ing until after daylight, since which it 
has rained lighter'at intervals. Dispatches 
from all p irta of the State report general 
rain last night and this morning except in 
the extreme houthern portion of the State 
where none has yet fallen, though the 
weather is threatening. 

CANADA. 
Haltfax, Jan. 7 — A cab broke through 
the ico on the ontskii-ts of the oity last 
night. Two young women named Flora 
McDonald and Ida Bontillera, and John 
Wilson, the driver of the vehicle, were 
drowned. 



English Mail. 

(Per Bteamer North FaclQc.) 

During the last century, a famous 
Parisian iiut.ncicr gained great favor 
amougst tho nobility, because when 
ho gave a dinner every guest found 
under his napkin a roleau of 'louis d'or,' 
and sometimes at dessert large plates 
full of gold were brought on the table, 
to which encli porsou could help him- 
self, tbo eame as if they wore nuts. Iu 
Paris an American has just taken it 
into bis head to have his 'menu' en- 
graved on elegant little silver plates, 
bearing the name of each of hia guests 
who are invited to keep them aa a 
memento. 

We take.tbe following from 'Truth:' 
My doctor, a man of consideiable 
standing and ability, has just given 
mo au anecdote of one of bis patients 
which is not only amusing, but expres- 
sive of that particular type of man who, 
as a rule, does not practice what he 
preaches, — "A patient of mine, a 
middle-aged clergyman, was suffering 
from some slight symptoma of gout,

1 
toucbed^'the;bellivand the tbiu, care- 
worn faoe of a once robust housekeeper 
answered mo. 'Well, 'said I, 'how's 
your master?' 'Stark, starin' mad, 
sir. Mad ns can be.' 'Mad 1 how I 
what I how luad ?' 'Lor,' sir, as mad 
as can be; why ho shaves himself about 
twenty times every day 1' " 

Ada Wells, the infant Wonder, is a little 
London actress, eight years old. She 
earns a largo sum of money, is the pot ,of 
the musio halls, and sings exquisitely, 
but hail been so bus^ in her ' profession 
that she ne\ er had time to learn to read 
and write. 

During the week ending Deo. 8, the 
arrivals ol food at Liverpool from Ameri- 
ca comprised 3,617 quarters of fresh beef, 
•150 carcnaes of mutton, 250 live sheep, 
and 150 livo hogs, though no live cattle 
or fresh bnttor caipe to hand. The fresh 
meat arrival shows a large increase on the 



tabhshment of the Roman Catholic Hier- 
archy in Scotland was a conspiracy. He 
wasin favor of the passage of tho Russian 
fleet through tho Dardanelles, and wa« 
glad to hear the declaration of the Mar- 
(juis of Hartington on Disestablishment 
lu Scotland. 

On December 8, by direction of the 
Uity Lands Committee of the Corpora- 
tion of Loudon, instructions were given 
for the erection of lUe necessary scaffohi.

Bar, as ordered by the Court of Common 
Conned. The work of demolition «as ex- 
pected to take place that week, tho order 
of the Court being that the Bar shall be 
removed "forthwith." It i» stated that 
there will be no interference with the 
troJHo during the progress of the work. 

Ihe amount of sugar annually oonsum' 
ed in Great Britain is 900,000 tons, being 
about sixty pounds for every one of the 
population. Raw sugar, when imported, 
oontsin from 2 to 3 per cent, of impuri- 
ties. As much as three tons of stone hav» 
been found in a single cargo. A Glasgow 
captain was recently charged with caus- 
ing the death of several seamen by serv- 
ing out putrid pork to them, but on tho 
siigar being auidyzed by Dr, Madagan of 
Edinburgh, It was found to contain suffl- 
cient arsenic to cauae death. This sugar 
was supplied to the ship at Oallao. 

A conference on "Religious Dissent" 
wasrecently held at tho City Temple 
Holborn Viaduct. Tho Rev. Dr. Parker 
opened the discussion by reading the 
paper in which he contended that the re- 
ligious Dissenter sought the disestablish- 
ment of the Church for religious reasons 
while the mere politician sought it for 
political or social reasons, and that 
though each of these could probably 
work in its own way, they could not con- 
sistently work together for the liberation 
of religion from State control. "Along 
the whole lino of this movement," he 
"I decline the co-operation of the 
infidel, the iconoclast, and the profane 
person." 

Two Portuguese subjects, first cousins 
who Married in London in 1866, when 
both the parties were only sixteen years 
old, applied to the Divorce Court some 
time since for a declaration of nullity of 
marriage, on tho ground that in Portugal 
first cousins cannot intermarry. The 
young couple, whose names are DeBarras 
and Soltomayer, had not lived together 
from the day of the marriage. The Judge 
of the Divorce Court considered that he 
had no jurisdiction; but the Court of Ap- 
peal decided that tho courts of England 
could not hold as valid a marriage between 
domiciled Portuguese subjects who could 
not morry in their own country. The 
marriage was therefore dissolved. 

Mr. George Cruikshank is very satirical 
in his oritioiim of the statue that has been 
erected to King Robert tho Bruce near 
Stirling. In a long letter to the Times he 
remarks that "when a statue is erected 
to tho memoiy of any one, it is of course 
important that it should resemble aa near ' 
as possible tho individual whom it is in- 
tended to honor," and adds, "I therefore 
take this opportunity of informing the 
public, ond particularly the people of 
Scotland, that the figure intended to re- 
present their great military hero may do 
for some one else, but it is entirely and 
totally different about the bead of what 
King Robert the Bruce appeared when on 
the battlefield of Bannookbnrn."
